The Texas Statesman Talks of a Bank 
Conspiracy—“ A 
Public 
Crime,” 
Says Senator Peffer—Pension De­ 
bate Continued In the House—Gen­ 
eral Washington Newt. 


Washington, Jan. 16.—Senator Mills’ 
speech on finance, with frequet direct 
criticisms of the president and secre­ 
tary of the treasury, was the main fea­ 
ture of Wednesday’s session of the sen­ 
ate. There was added interest in the 
speech from the fact that Mr. Mills ba** 
been prominent in the senate as cham­ 
pion of the presidential policy. 
Mr. 
Peffer followed with a speech against 
bonds and in favor of silver coinage. 
During the day Mr. Pugh (Dem., Ala.) 
gave notice that on Monday next he 
would press to a vote without debate 
a resolution that all government obli­ 
gations should be paid in either silver 
or gold. 
Mr. Sherman secured the floor short­ 
ly after the session of the senate began 
and presented an adverse report on the; 
bill prohibiting citizens of the United 
States from accepting any titles, deco­ 
rations, etc., from foreign nations. He 
reported favorably a joint resolution 
appropriating $75,000 for the expenses 
of the commission engaged in fixing the 
boundary between Alaska and British 
America along the line of the 141st me­ 
ridian of west longitude. The resolu­ 
tion was passed. 
Mr. Mills (Dem., Tex.) then took the 
floor in support of his resolution intro­ 
duced 
on Tuesday concerning silver, 
bonds, etc. He first drew attention to 
the long continued antagonism to silver 
and the present locking up of the ac­ 
cumulation of silver in the treasury 
vaults, due, he said, to the powerful in­ 
fluence in this country claiming that 
the prerogative of issuing money should 
be given to corporations, to expand and 
contract as they please. The national 
bank idea was not a Democratic idea, 
the Democratic policy favoring the re­ 
tention by the government and the peo­ 
ple of the money-making prerogative. 
Mr. Mills showed the contractions and 
expansions of the circulation made by 
the banks and said this system was now 
to be perpetuated by further issues of 
bonds. 
Whenever the verdict of the 
people had been taken it had been in 
favor of the legal-tender notes. 
The 
people had always stood against bonds 
and bank circulation. He differed with 
the president on this subject and he re­ 
gretted it. But this was a country of 
free discussion, and the difference with 
the president and the secretary of the 
treasury existed in spite of high person­ 
al 
regard for them. 
The president 
wanted more bonds, adding to the peo­ 
ple’s burden and imposing this burden 
on our children and our children’s chil­ 
dren. 
Mr. Gray asked if Mr. Mills believed 
In notes which were never redeemed— 
in short in flat money. 
Mr. Mills rejected the idea that legal- 
tender notes were fiat and explained 
the theory of fiat money. If the sec­ 
retary of the treasury had coined the 
silver in the treasury and paid it for 
current expenses, there would 
have 
been no deficit. The president’s bond 
issues were futile. It was like pouring 
water through a sieve. The $100,000,000 
issue a few days hence would be fol­ 
lowed by another $100,000,000 in a few 
months. This bank power threatened 
to wield a controlling power in the sen­ 
ate, the house of representatives, the 
executive branches and the 
United 
States Supreme Court. This last branch 
had grown so powerful that it could al­ 
most decree monarchy in the United 
States. That would be no more absurd 
than the decision against the income tax 
overruling the decisions of a hundred 
years. The senator closed with a strong 
expression of his purpose to at all times 
resist the growing influence of the bank 
power. 
The silver bond bill was taken up at 
2 o’clock, and Mr. Peffer (Pop., Ran.) 
addressed the senate. 
He said the 
speech of Mr. Mills had at least justified 
the Populist party. Mr. Peffer urged in 
particular the repeal of all laws author­ 
izing the issuing of bonds. He yielded 
the floor to permit Mr.Pugh (Dem., Ala.) 
to offer a resolution similar in text his­ 
torically known as the “Stanley Mat­ 
thews resolution” for the payment of 
government obligations in t.^ e r coin— 
gold or silver. Mr. Pugh gave notice 
that he would ask a vote on this reso­ 
lution on Monday. 
Resuming, Mr. Peffer said the Popu­ 
list party wrould properly arrange the 
parity of the metals when it came in 
power, and he thought that time was 
close at hand. 
The senator said the 
bond policy of the president was little 
cise than a “great public crime.” On 
motion of Mr. Wolcott (Rep., Col.) the 
senate agreed that the adjournment 
would be until Monday! At 4:15 the 
senate went into executive session and 
a t 4:25 p. rn. adjourned.

N. Y.) and Mr. Spalding (rep., Mich.) 
spoke in favor of the bill, and both be­ 
lieved a pension should be a vested 
right. Mr. Pickier (rep., S. D.), chair­ 
man of the ccmmittee on invalid pen­ 
sions, stated that the present bill did 
not, in the estimation of the committee, 
go far enough. The committee would 
draw up and present a bill bearing on 
the administration of pension laws and 
to facilitate the taking of testimony. 
At 4:05 p. rn. the house adjourned until 
today.

BOUSE DISCUSSES PENSIONS. 


Bonator Davis* Resolution Discussed by 
Senate Foreign Affairs Committee. 
Washington, Jan. 16.—At the meet­ 
ing of the senate committee on foreign 
relations 
yesterday 
the 
resolution 
prepared by Senator Davis defining the 
attitude of this country towards foreign 
encroachment on the western hemis­ 
phere in accordance with the Monroe 
doctrine was reported to the committee. 
The resolution was discussed at some 
length, but final consideration was post­ 
poned until next Friday, when a spe­ 
cial meeting of the committee will be 
held to conider the resolution and the 
entire subject which it covers. 
While .ne committee is almost unani­ 
mous in advocacy of such a declaration 
there is some objection, especially on 
the part of Senator Gray, who expressed 
the opinion that unless the declaration 
was modified in some particulars it 
might lead to 
complications 
which 
could be avoided by proper care at this 
time. Other members also consider the 
problem one of such magnitude and in­ 
volving so many possible contingencies 
as to render it important to avoid the 
appearance of undue haste. The text 
of the resolution was not given out, but 
it is understood that it is a strong and 
concise declaration, asserting the Amer­ 
ican doctrine in unmistakable terms. 
The Cuban and Armenian questions 
were not advei ted to at the meeting, nor 
were the Venezuelan complication ex­ 
cept as they came up in connection with 
the Monroe doctrine resolution. 


Resistor Allison Re-elected. 
Des Moines, Iowa, Jan. 16.—The re­ 
publicans in caucus assembled yester­ 
day formally decided upon the name of 
Senator Allison for presentation to the 
general assembly when it meets next 
Tuesday for the election of a United 
States senator. Mr. Allison was pres­ 
ent at the caucus. Lyman Ellis, sen­ 
ator from Clinton county, presented his 
name. Speeches were made by Senator 
Healy and Representatives Temple and 
McArthur. 
Great 
enthusiasm 
pre­ 
vailed. At the conclusion of 
the 
speeches, Allison received the unani­ 
mous vote of the caucus for nomination 
and was declared the nominee. In ac­ 
cepting the nomination, Senator Alli­ 
son made a brief speech. 


Two lows Banker* In Jail. 
Des Moines, Iowa, Jan. 16.—Yesterday 
morning D. T. and J. H. D. Stanley, 
president and cashier of the* Bank of 
Commerce, which failed Tuesday, were 
arrested and brought before Justice Sil- 
vara 
for 
arraignment. They 
were 
charged with fraudulent banking. Jus­ 
tice Silvara fixed their bonds at $800 
each, and, as they were unable to se­ 
cure bondsmen, they were at once con­ 
signed to the county jail. A sudden call 
upon them, made by an eastern firm, 
for the payment of outstanding indebt­ 
edness was the cause of the failure. 
Nevertheless it is charged they received 
deposits up to within an hour of the 
time they failed.

One Robber Shot Down and Three 
Others Hanged to Trees—Two of 
the Band Make Their Escape—Bill 
Doolin Captured and Is Suffering 
From a Wound. 


Oklahoma City, O. T.,’ Jan. 16.—Near 
Jaqua’s store, just south 
of 
Port 
Holmes, fifty miles southwest of here 
in the Creek nation, four outlaws met 
death Tuesday night at the hands of a 
vigilance committee composed of ranch­ 
ers. 
Monday night a gang of six outlaws 
robbed Jaqua’s store and rode away 
with four of his horses. A posse was 
quickly formed and gave chase, pursu­ 
ing the desperadoes all night. The rob­ 
bers were overhauled and a fight oc­ 
curred at Criay Crossing, in which one 
of the ranchers was killed and one of 
the outlaws badly wounded. 
During the night the bandits separ­ 
ated. Three of them escaped and three 
of them took refuge in a deserted cabin. 
The men in the cabin were driven out 
with dynamite and captured. Without 
any unnecessary ceremony the three 
were hanged to convenient trees. 
They were Tom Foley, another man 
known as ’Wild Horse,** and a half- 
breed Choctaw named Mariana. Foley, 
who was the outlaw wounded by the 
ranchers, stated before meeting his 
death that two of the men who escaped 
were the notorious Christian brothers.

no negotiations for a loan were even 
suggested, nor was there then nor since 
any agreement or request that I should 
take any steps preparatory to making a 
contract. I came, however, to the con­ 
clusion that the president and secre­ 
tary of the treasury would use every 
power at their command to restore and 
maintain the gold reserve; that no steps 
would be taken until it was ascertained 
what congress would do; that the ex­ 
ecutive department would prefer to se­ 
cure $200,000,000 of gold and that it w as 
certain that no relief could be obtained 
from congress. 
“Upon my return, appreciating the 
gravity of the situation, and in order 
that I might be prepared to act prompt­ 
ly. I took steps to ascertain to what ex­ 
tent it would be possible to secure the 
co-operation of capitalists in forming a 
syndicate which would agree to sell to 
the United States government 
$200,- 
000,000 of gold coin. The contract pre­ 
pared and signed by the participants 
did not stipulate whether the purchase 
would be by private contract or by pub­ 
lic offer. 
“The only provision in addition to 
the important one that no gold should 
be withdrawn from the treasury was 
that the minimum amount of the con­ 
tract should be $100,000,000, the maxi­ 
mum not over $200,000,000. The appli­ 
cations far exceeded my expectations. 
At the end of three or four days the 
total of $200,000,000 was reached and I 
had full authority which would enable 
me, whenever and however the execu­ 
tive might decide to act, to secure that 
amount of gold for the treasury reserve 
in exchange for United States bonds. 
“Having completed the syndicate, I 
entered into negotiations in Europe and 
in places other than London, where the 
market was closed to us. and through 
the Deutsche bank and Messrs. Mor­ 
gan, Harjes & Co., negotiations were 
practically concluded for public sub­ 
scriptions in Germany, t France 
and 
Holland w*hich would have resulted in 
a large amount of bonds being placed in 
those countries. 
“On Jan. 4, realizing that the tension 
was growing daily and had 
become 
serious, I addressed a letter to the 
president, calling his attention to the 
situation and representing 
that the 
most important step was the restora­ 
tion of the government credit by re­ 
plenishing the stock of gold. 
Details 
of what was proposed were given and 
assurances offered that the utmost ef­ 
forts would be made to procure for the 
treasury 11,500,000 of gold.” 
The reason given for the dissolution 
of the syndicate is that the syndicate 
contract called for a bid of “all 
or 
none” and therefore Mr. Morgan was 
unwilling to make a bid under the pres­ 
ent circumstances, as he might seem to 
present for consideration by the secre­ 
tary of the treasury the throwing out 
of smaller bids made in good faith un­ 
der the public call. 
The on\y emergency, in Mr. Morgan’s 
judgment, which would justify such a 
course would be the failure of the pub­ 
lic to respond to the call of the govern­ 
ment. 
It has been necessary to delay the dis­ 
solving of the syndicate up to the pres­ 
ent time, as every financial 
interest 
required 
protection afforded 
by the 
knowledge that the syndicate was in 
existence prepared to make the loan 
a success under any circumstances. 
The circular concludes: “I feel per­ 
fectly satisfied that there is no ques­ 
tion as to the success of the loan.”

Another Bond Circular I—runt from 
Treasury Department. 
Washington. Jan. 16.—Secretary Car­ 
lisle last night made public the follow­ 
ing circular modifying the conditions 
for payment of the advertised bond is­ 
sue: 
“Treasury Department, Office of the 
Secretary, Washington, Jan. 15, 1896.— 
Treasury circular (No. 3, 1896) dated 
Jan. 6, 1896, inviting proposals for 'he 
purchase of one hundred million dollars 
($100,000,000) of United States 4 per 
cent bonds, is hereby so modified that. 
after the payment of the first install­ 
ment of 20 per cent, with accrued inter­ 
est, as required in said circular, the re­ 
mainder of the amounts bid may be 
paid in installments of IO per cent each 
and accrued interest at the end of each 
fifteen days thereafter; but all accepted 
bidders may pay the whole amount of 
their bids at the time of the first in­ 
stallment, and all accepted bidders who 
have paid all installments previously 
maturing May pay the whole amount of 
their bids at any time not later than 
the maturity of the last installment. 
Accepted bidders who pay the whole 
amount at the time of the first install­ 
ment or at any date thereafter, as above 
provided, will be entitled to receive, at 
the date of the payment, the whole 
amount of bonds awarded to them, and 
accepted bidders who pay by install­ 
ments will be entitled to receive at the 
dates of such payments the amount of 
bonds paid for.

eign country was prepared to dispute 
that doctrine. 
Mr. Balfour asserted that the British 
government had heartily concurred in 
the Monroe doctrine seventy years ago, 
and he believed that if they were to 
ransack England from end to end, 
search the most private documents in 
the foreign office since then, examine 
the ministers and the ordinary public, 
or even the lunatics, it would be impos­ 
sible to find a single individual who ever 
desired to see what would be called a 
forward policy adopted by Great Brit­ 
ain either in North or South America. 
Mr. Balfour referred long and elo­ 
quently to the horrors of a war between 
Great Britain and America. “We may 
be dreamers with idealists, but the time 
must come when some statesman of au­ 
thority, more fortunate even than Presi­ 
dent Monroe, will lay down the doctrine 
that between the English-speaking peo­ 
ples war is impossible, and that any 
one endangering the peace will have 
committed a crime against civilization.** 


WOOL M EN P R O T E S T . 


K itlom l A— elation Declare* the Shctp 
Industry I* Being Ruined. 
Columbus; Ohio, Jan. 16.—The Ohio 
Wool Growers* association, in annual 
session here, declared that under the 
the suit instituted against the United i operation of the free wool tariff act* of 
States government under the Peck ad­ 
ministration for over $7,000,000 fur­ 
nished by Wisconsin in equipping 
troops and supplying munitions of war 
during the rebellion. The claim is to 
be pushed and it is believed the amount 
can be collected. 


Sooth African Production of Gold. 
London, Jan. 16—Prof. James Bryce, 
who has only just returned from a trio 
to South Africa, in addressing the Ed­ 
inburgh chamber of commerce, said 
that there was no doubt that Mashon- 
land and Matabeland would prove to be 
wealthy, blit railways were necessary 
to develop them. 
He estimates that 
Transvaal’s gold mines would produce 
£700,000,000 worth of gold. 
Should 
this estimate prove correct, he added, 
the ratio between gold and silver might 
need altering.

A rumor goes through Austria that 
the Emperor Francis Joseph intends to 
pay a visit to the queen of England in 
the present month, says the New York 
Journal. It is more than probable that 
this rumor will not be realized, at least 
not at this epoch, for the month of Au­ 
gust is the only time in the year when 
the emperor is able to enjoy a quiet 
family life. At Ischl, a small, beauti­ 
fully situated watering place in the 
Salzkammergut, the emperor and the 
empress of Austria possess a pretty 
villa. 
It was at Ischl that they first 
met, he a young emperor of some 20 
years, she a sweet, fair girl of 16 sum 
mers; ever since they come to Ischl as 
to a home that has all the remem 
brances of the happiest days of their 
lives. It is there in the quiet country 
house that they love to gather their 
children 
and 
their 
grandchildren 
around them. 
But this year there is 
but little peace for the emperor. Royal 
visits, audiences, councils with the 
ministers, are a l’ordre de jour and the 
attention of Europe turns to the little 
Alpine town on the river Traun, where 
the emperor of Austria is working. We 
do not want to carry owls to Athens, 
therefore we need not say that the em 
peror is the busiest worker of his coun 
try nor that he is the very best soldier 
in his army, nor need we speak of his 
deep sense of doty, but we do want to 
speak of tbe kindly, fatherly monarch. 
If the emperor one day really goes to 
England, then he goes as a friend to 
the queen and to the nation and not as 
the bearer of a political or diplomatic 
plan; not only as the ever-courteous 
sovereign but as a warm hearted human 
being.

For if it 
could be otherwise, then, indeed, the 
Austrians would be a happy people, 
for none can be kindlier than this im­ 
perial grandfather.

The French mode of conducting auc­ 
tions is rather curious. In sales of im­ 
portance the affair is placed in the 
hands of a notary, who, for the time be­ 
ing, becomes an autioneer. The auc­ 
tioneer is provided with a small number 
of wax tapers, each capable of burning 
about five minutes. As soon as a bid is 
made one of these tapers is placed in 
full view of the interested parties, and 
lighted. If, befDre it expires, another 
bid is offered, it is immediately extin­ 
guished, and a fresh taper placed in its 
stead, and so on until one flickers and 
dies out itself, when the last bid be­ 
comes irrevocable. This simple plan 
prevents all contention among rival bid­ 
ders and affords a reasonable time for 
reflection before making a higher offer 
than the one preceding. By this means, 
too, the auctioneer is prevented from ex­ 
ercising undue influence upon the bid­ 
ders, or hastily accepting the bid of a 
favorite.

MAKE A COMPROMISE. 


THAT 


Repudiate the Proposition of the Com­ 
panies Having Policies on the Build­ 
ings That 
Burned—Keeley Law 


R eg u la tio n s Changed—Other Work 
Done. 
The county board today refused to 
compromise the county’s claim against 
the insurance companies, having pol­ 
icies on the old county building’s; al­ 
tered the plan of committing inebri­ 
ates to the Keeley cure; closed up the 
odds and ends of the business, and ad­ 
journed. 
Snpervisor McLean’s resolution re­ 
garding general appropriations was 
passed, and other orders were adopted 
as fellows: 
Paying Clerk McIntyre 
$75 for work on the purchasing com­ 
mittee; paying the chairman $10 for 
countersigning orders; to print the pro­ 
ceedings of the board. 
District Attorney Jackson then re­ 
ported the progress in the case against 
the insurance companies. 
Supervisor Kendall moved that if no 
better offer could be secured, that the 
county settle for the aum offered— 
$681. 
The motion was lost by a vote 
of 25 to 5. 
Supervisor Bowles’ motion, authoriz­ 
ing the publishing of the boards pro­ 
ceedings passed, as did also motion to 
pay the sums appropriated; transfering 
the amount received from the state 
because of the insane, to the general 
fnnd; and to insure the county build­ 
ings. 
R egarding T he K eeley Care. 


Snpervisor Wilder then introduced 
the following resolution which was 
adopted: 
• 'W h e r e a s , by Chapter 203, of the 
laws of 1895, any habitual drunkard 
residing in the state, may, by petition 
to the county court of the county 
wherein he resides, obtain an order 
perm itting him to take treatm ent st 
some institution for the cure of drunk 
enness at the expense of such county 
which law in its present form we can 
aider questionable legislation, there 
fore be it: 
R e s o l v e d , That hereafter in no 
event shall such petition be considered 
by the county court unless the same 
shall be signed by the chairman of the 
town, or the supervisors of the village 
or > ward in 
which such inebriate 
resides.” 
Supervisor More moved that the 
chairman be given a vote of thanks 
which passed, as did also the motion 
to pay the per diem and mileage of 
members; Supervisor Vankiik’i motion 
th at hereafter the books and bills of 
the insane asylum be kept at the 
county clerk’s office. 
After some 
minor routine work had been done 
adjournment was taken. 


Officers F ees Are R educed. 
Sup. Mire presented 
a resolution 
providing that the justice fees in case 
of tramps, vagrants, indecent exposure 
of person and disorderly conduct be 50 
cents and no more. 
Tho officer mak­ 
ing the arrest shall receive that aum 
only, except when a prisoner shall be 
duly committed according to law to 
the county jail. 
Then such officer 
shall be entitled to 5 cents per mile 
for the distance actually traveled and 
railroad fare of such prisoner when 
traveling by rail from the place of 
trial to tbe place of commitment by 
the most usual route. 
No telephone 
or telegraph messages will be allowed 
or paid by the county to be used in 
auch prosecutions and no sum in excess 
of IO cents per meal shall ba allowed 
to such officer for the board of any 
prisoner in any of these prosecutions 
The resolution passed by a vote of 28 
to 4. 


Concerning th e Poor H ouse 
Supervisor Kgerton presented the following 
resolution which was adopted: 
WHERBAS. The judge of the municipal court 
is sentencing a certain class of vagrants to the 
poor house for terms of from two months to six 
months each. 
Resolved, That we condemn the practice as 
being unjust to the tax payers of Rock county 
and to the honest poor that are inmates of said 
poor house, and that the county clerk forward 
to said municipal judge, a copy of this resolu 
tion. 
Supervisor Smith made a report 
concerning the bills for the treatment 
of inebriates, recommending that the 
m atter be left in the hands of a com­ 
mittee of three, Chairman Tarrant ap­ 
pointing as such committee, Stpervig- 
ors Smith, Powers and Wilder.

Man Supposed to Hare Been Murdered 
Stops a Hanging. 
From the Washington Star: Ex-Sher­ 
iff Blakeslee of Comanche county, Ne­ 
braska. told a story of his experience in 
office to a Star writer the other day. “I 
never hanged a man,” he said. 
“The 
vigilance committee usually settled 
hanging offenses outside of the courts. 
Then we were not fixed for taking care 
of many prisoners. When I was sher­ 
iff there were only three rooms to the 
jail, and all of them small. 
One I 
slept in, another I used for an office 
and the other I kept my prisoners in 
when I had any. 
“One time I received a man charged 
with murdering his partner. There was 
a little doubt about his guilt, so the 
vigilance committee turned him ovei 
to me. The prisoner and the murdered 
man had left together, and somebody 
found the partner’s body in the bushes. 
A few miles farther on they caught the 
prisoner, who had a gun and other prop­ 
erty known to have belonged to the 
murdered man. It was a bad case, the 
body being mutilated as to be almost 
unrecognizable, but the prisoner said 
he was innocent, and I never had a 
more sociable fellow or better card 
player in the jail. He was the only one 
there, and after I really got acquainted 
with him we would play old sledge un­ 
til late at night and then bunk together. 
“He was tried and convicted, but it 
made no difference with him. It was 
my first hanging, and we got the gal­ 
lows built, the prisoner watching the 
work and making comments on it. The 
rope came and he saw it. ‘Bill,” said 
he, *yo’ ain’t no good as a sheriff. Don’t 
yo’ know that ’ere rope ought ter be 
soaked? I don’t want this affair of ourfc 
to go off any other way than smooth. 
Yo’ go soak that rope.' So I soaked the 
rope, the prisoner helping me, and the 
night before the hanging we sat down 
to play old sledge. He said: ‘Bill, I ain’t 
goin’ to interfere none, an’ I don’t blame 
yo’, an’ no man kin say that I tried ter 
run or didn’t die game, but I want yo’ 
to promise me, if yo’ ever meet that 
partner of mine, yo’ will shorely shoot 
’im fer gettin’ me hung. He’s alive all 
right, and ifs shore mean fer ’im to 
vamoose an’ git me in trouble.’ 
“I promised him, and we went on 
with the game. About IO o’clock a man 
came to the window and shouted for me, 
then he tried the door of the office, and 
it wasn’t locked. He walked right in 
and said: ‘Hello, Jim! Hello, Bill!’ It 
was the man we thought was murdered. 
Jim stood up and said: ‘You’re a purty 
pardner to leave me hyar to be hanged. 
They don’t allow no shootin’ irons hyar, 
so we kain’t settle but one way. SJiuck!’ 
Then there was the prettiest fight I 
ever saw, Jim pounding his partner un­ 
til he called for quits. We all went to 
see the judge that night and called off 
the hanging, knowing the man who we 
thought had been murdered. Then the 
two men went away and we never saw 
them again, neither did we ever find 
out who the corpse was that we picked 
up in the bushes.”

SPARROWS IN REVOLT. 


They Wouldn't Put lip with the Presence 
of a Stranger Bird. 
Probably more than 1,000 people 
stopped by the frog pond on Boston 
common between 5 and 6 o’clock in the 
evening and looked up into the trees, 
relates the Boston Transcript. It was 
apparent that something unusual was 
going on. The air was filled with birds 
uttering sharp cries, and the din was 
kept up for over half an hour. 
A kingbird started all the trouble. 
Where he came from nobody knew. One 
of the sparrow sentinels awoke from a 
doze in the branches of a tall tree on 
the north side of the pond and spied the 
intruder. 
His sharp cries for help 
brought a number of other sentinels 
from trees in the vicinity, and they 
gathered around the kingbird at safe 
distances and chattered. The kingbird 
sat still. Then the sparrows decided to 
summon a “posse.” 
It did not take 
long, for sparrows of all ages and all 
sizes had begun to crowd around to see 
what was the trouble. Within two min­ 
u te s after the first alarm the air in the 
vicinity was black with sparrows. Then 
began a vigorous and concerted attack 
on the kingb.rd. They darted at him 
from in front and behind, from all sides 
and from above, all the time keeping up 
a screaming that caused the people on 
the walks to stop and see the fun. Now, 
anybody who has ever seen a kingbird 
harry a big hen hawk knows that a 
kingbird is game, but the thousand or 
more sparrows in the air began to make 
it uncomfortable for the intruder. Fi­ 
nally when the kingbird saw the people 
gathering on the walks he began to fear 
an attack from below, and, with what, 
in bird language, probably stands for a 
“hoarse, mocking laugh,” the villain 
fled over the public garden.

out of sight, but most of them remained 
to talk over the affair.

IN S A N IT Y IS T A B O O E D . 


Prominent Wisconsin Lawyer Who Will 
Not Enter That Defense. 
From the Milwaukee Journal: The 
following story is told of John Bren­ 
nan of Stevens Point as a criminal 
lawyer: The story goes that a farmer 
who had killed his wife in the north­ 
ern part of the state sent for Mr. Bren­ 
nan to defend him, offering to deed him 
his farm if he would take the case. 
Brennan wanted his pay in advance, 
and so the farmer made over the prop­ 
erty to him. The murder was a most 
brutal and cold-blooded one, and Bren­ 
nan knew there was but one plea that 
might save his client from a life sen­ 
tence, and that was 
insanity. 
The 
trial was one of the fiercest ever fought 
in a Wisconsin court. The attorney for 
the defense occupied a whole day in his 
closing address to the Jury, and the 
effort was a masterly one. The jury 
found the man insane, and he was 
sent to Oshkosh. Once there, he im­ 
proved rapidly, and in a few weeks 
was discharged. 4 His first act was to 
sue Brennan for the recovery of his 
property, on the ground that he was 
insane at the time of deeding it. In 
the face of his own argument that the 
man was insane, Brennan 
could 
do 
nothing and the farmer won his case. 
Brennan has blacklisted insanity as a 
defense for murder.
